Although it is believed that the Source reported factual data of this sighting av 
ho renembered them, there appears to be ample cause to suspect that the object was 
uctually a jot aircraft, This would parallel the comments mads by the proparing 
officer, Based on previous analysis ef similar sightings, 1% can be stated that 
estimates of Location, spoed and distance of an airborne object, particularily if 
wiidentified, are very doceptive when based solely on visual perception, Also, it is 
mown that a jot aircraft with afterburner in operation emits a bluish«white exhaust, 
olongated to give the appearmnce of a tail. It is unfortunate that the originating 
agency did not check this report against flight pattorns of jot aircraft operating in
